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Editorial 


IGHLIGHT of a successful and active 
year was undoubtedly the production 
of the comedy Harvey, with the inde- 
fatigable and inspired team of Creed and 
Fletcher as producer and co-producer. 
The sober and restrained report we print 
of the event hardly does credit to the 
production, which was polished and 
beautifully timed, bringing on to the 
stage some remarkable acting talent. We 
congratulate everybody concerned—cast, 
stage hands and those responsible for the 
stage sets as well as the production team. 
An arrangement of some significance 
was the co-operation of the Girls’ High 
School, which supplied the female cast— 
and excellent actresses they were, too! 
Not only is it a real pleasure to have 
female parts played by girls, but to have 
boys and girls working together on the 
same stage is surely most valuable ex- 
perience for both sides; the more co- 
operation there is between the two 
schools the better for everybody con- 
cerned, Since the pooling of teaching 
resources in the 6th Forms the segrega- 
tion of the sexes has already been par- 
tially broken down; future productions, 
involving boys and girls together, will be 
social experience of a very valuable 
nature. We are certainly most grateful to 
the Girls’ High School for their 
enthusiastic and highly successful co- 
operation. 

One quite remarkable achievement this 
year has been the raising of a consider- 
able sum to meet the expenses of future 
rugby tours. The idea is to establish a 
permanent fund, the interest of which 
will be available each year to finance a 
tour. Every class was asked to raise £10 
during the term and it was left to the 
boys themselves to think of means of 
doing so. Some surprisingly ambitious 
ideas were evolved—like flips over Salis- 
bury by aircraft, which were certainly a 
popular money spinner. The results were 
impressive. Film shows, raffles, cake 
sales, dances, variety shows and a braai- 
vleis were among other bright ideas pro- 


duced and practically every class 
exceeded the £10 target. The twenty 
classes raised a total of over £210, and 
the school deserves to be congratulated 
on a really enterprising endeavour. 

This success has been followed by a 
gigantic raffle of prizes—the magnificent 
generosity of parents has provided an 
impressive list of more than 150 prizes. 
It was hoped that every boy in the school 
would sell one book of eight tickets, to 
the value of £1, but within a very few 
days several boys had sold as many as 
three or four books and the target of 
£500 looks as if it will be attained with 
ease. 


Another achievement this year has 
been the completion of the new gates for 
the School, to be known as the Geoffrey 
Taylor Gates and the Old Wilsonian 
Gates. Work began on these quite a few 
years ago and they have grown by 
degrees; then last year the gate pillars 
and curtain walls were erected and it 
began to look at last as if a dream might 
one day come true. Now it has, and on 
Shangani Day the formal opening will 
take place. And very handsome they are, 
too. 

Against these achievements we have to 
report some degree of failure with regard 
to PATROL itself. Times are hard; so 
many of our former advertisers have had 
to curtail expenditure of this nature that 
we face this year a heavy deficit. Num- 
bers of boys have worked hard to secure 
advertising for us, but we venture to 
suggest that next year some parents may 
be able to help. There must be many 
who have valuable contacts in town 
which could be exploited and it is a blunt 
fact that the more advertising we get the 
better will the magazine be. 

We once again thank those who have 
so generously supported us and hope that 
staff and parents will reciprocate by 
patronising our advertisers. They deserve 
our gratitude. 

There are indications that our numbers 
will rise again next year and we look 
forward to a very good year academically 
as well as on the sports field. So to all our 
readers we wish a happy holiday, a 
merry Christmas and a really excellent 
New Year.

The work of the Careers 
Master is now bearing fruit and he is 
experiencing little difficulty in placing 
boys in suitable employment although 
the labour market is more restricted. 

This year sees the last of the Cam- 
bridge School Certificate examinations 
and the first of the ‘M’ examinations, to

be followed next year by the introduction 
of the General Certificate of Education. 


These changes should bring renewed life 
to the school and wider opportunities for 
all. 

Other much needed changes are taking 
place. The school has recently been re- 
wired for lighting and power and at any 
moment the painters should descend upon 
us and give us that face-lift which is 
much overdue. With our attractive new 
gates and the newly paved area between 
the Beit Hall and the main building, the 
school will become even more attractive 
to pupils and visitors. The Beit Hall will 
soon be receiving the benefits of the 
money raised by the P.T.A. at the féte 
last year. 

Outstanding events during the year 
come to mind such as the valiant Rugby 
battles, and the presentation of a very 
fine trophy to Cadets, but details of these 
will be found elsewhere. “Harvey”, a2 
joint effort with the Girls’ High School, 
will be remembered with pleasure by all 
who saw it. Small and amusing incidents 
have occured such as the new boarder 
from the north who joined the queue 
outside the hostel sick bay seeking some 
potion or pill which might cure home 
sickness. Needless to say he is now cured. 

The Tour fund which has been started 
to finance touring teams to South Africa 
and elsewhere aroused great enthusiasm 
amongst the boys. Forms vied with one 
another in raising funds—sometimes in 
the most unusual manner. It has been 
most gratifying to see that boys are pre- 
pared to give as well as to receive, and 
they and their parents are to be compli- 
mented on their generosity. Cash is 
important, but the support of the parents 
is more important and I would welcome 
a keener interest in the P.T.A and its 
activities by more parents who reside 
locally. 

Politically and economically, the year 
that is drawing to a close has been one 
of uncertainty but we can look back 
with the knowledge that our school year 
has not been unsatisfactory and look for- 
ward to one full of promise and progress 
in the Technical School.

William Gebbie — An Appreciation 


The death occured last April of William Gebbie, who succeeded the first Headmaster 
of Allan Wilson School, the Rev. John Cowie, as Headmaster and served in that capacity 
for a year. This appreciation comes from an old friend of his, Dr. lan R. Milne, of 


Salisbury. 


ILLIAM GEBBIE was born in 
Ayrshire, Scotland, on November 
9th, 1891, and educated at Kilmarnock 
Academy, where among his illustrious 
contemporaries was the famous Sir 
Alexander Fleming. He went on to 
Glasgow University and when war broke 
out in 1914 immediately volunteered for 
active service but was rejected on medi- 
cal grounds—an old history of rheu- 
matic fever. On graduating M.A. in 
1915 he tried again many times and 
was eventually passed fit by a doctor 
friend and in due course went out to 
France with the Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders. At base at Amiens on a 
training course he represented his batta- 
lion in a cross-country event, and won, 
in spite of the heart murmur. 


In the Battle of the Somme he was 
reported missing for three days. Badly 
gassed and lying in a shell-hole, he tried 
to persuade his two wounded compa- 
nions to remain where they were until 
stretcher bearers found them, but they 
insisted on trying to reach help and 
Willie alone survived, existing until 
rescued on his iron rations. 


He was later commissioned on the 
field, a signal honour, and saw the war 
through to the end. With his War Gra- 
tuity he returned to Glasgow University 
to study medicine but funds ran out and, 
seeing an advertisement for teachers for 
Southern Rhodesia, he applied, and 
arrived in Bulawayo in 1920. One of the 
first letters to reach him there was from 
the University, informing him that he 
had passed his second year medical 
examinations! 


A keen footballer, he played inside 
forward for the Bulawayo Callies in 
spite of his disabilities and always took 


keen interest in the game and in sport 
in general. 

He taught in Sinoia and Gatooma and 
then in Salisbury, where he became 
Headmaster of Prince Edward Junior 
School in 1931 and subsequently first 
Headmaster of David Livingstone Jnior 
School. He also served during the Second 
World War as a corporal in the intelli- 
gence section of H.Q. Company, Ist 
Battalion, Royal Rhodesia Regiment and 
instructed various units in the use of 
the compass and in map _ reading—so 
successfully than one night on manoe- 
vres even the M.O. and his section 
reached their objective! 

He was appointed Headmaster of 
Milton High School in 1943, and two 
years later came to the Allan Wilson 
School as its second Headmaster 
transferring a year later to Inspectorate, 
from which he retired, as Senior Inspec- 
tor, in 1950. 


Thereafter he was Clerk of Works in 
the Tobacco Producers Floors, Ltd., for 
four years, during which time he person- 
ally supervised the building of his own 
house in Alexandra Park. Indefatigable 
as ever, he then accepted a post with 
the Southern Rhodesian Native Educa- 
tion Department, which he relinquished 
only fourteen months before his death. 

A born teacher and a fine headmaster, 
he played his part in moulding the char- 
acter of Rhodesian youth and his com- 
pany, his unfailing humour and _ his 
sound advice were eagerly sought after. 
The glint in those bright grey eyes will 
be sadly missed by many. But Willie 
Gebbie’s real memorial is a living one 
for many years to come—the education 
of the large numbers of Rhodesians, 
distinguished and humble, who passed 
through his hands.

Stuck on Kariba 


T was Friday and I was looking for- 

ward to a weekend’s fishing at Kariba. 
We left Salisbury at 2.30 p.m. and arrived 
at about 6.30 p.m. Our party consisted 
of my father and three friends and my- 
self. We hired a boat for the next morn- 
ing and then turned in. I did not sleep 
well that night due to the snores and 
grunts of the rest of the party. 

The next morning we set off at 8.30 
a.m. in the boat and after an hour’s 
motoring we arrived at a shady little 
spot with, we hoped, plenty of fish in it. 
At noon we moved out a little farther 
after tiger fish and we caught quite a 
fine specimen weighing nine pounds; we 
also caught a few bream and chessars. 
At 4.30 p.m. we pulled up the anchor 
and started for home. 

After a quarter of an hour’s pleasant 
motoring the engine gave a _ horrible 
splutter, then cut out altogether. We took 
the cover off, but could find nothing 
wrong with it, so we decided the exhaust 
pipe must be blocked with weeds. The 
men all agreed that I should go down 
and see, so I took off my clothes and 
Jumped into the inky black water. I 
pushed my hand up the exhaust pipe 
and could feel nothing but green slime 
on the sides. I clambered back on board 
shivering. After I had dried I put on my 
clothes and then we had supper of beer, 
orange drinks, chocolate and a packet of 
biltong shared among four ravenous 
men and one equally ravenous boy. As 
you can imagine this did not go far! 

We drifted for two hours before we 
came to some trees which had not been 
submerged by water, and we decided to 
tie up here for the night. Before we went 
to bed the men smoked the last cigarette, 
each having a puff and then passing it 
on. There were two bunks in the cabin 
with a small space in between them, so 
we slept there, and as you can see it 
was rather a squash—two men on either 
bunk, with me in the middle sandwiched 
tightly in. 

After a long and uncomfortable night 
we got up at 5am. and finished the 


beer, chocolate and orange drinks. Jf 
the worst came to the worst we would 
have to eat raw fish and bait. At about 
8.30 a.m. we heard a boat’s engine, so 
we took off my shirt, tied it to a fishing 
rod and waved it. The people in the 
other boat evidently did not see us and 
carried straight on. We continued fishing 
under a cloud of gloom and caught a 
few more fish, but nothing over three 
pounds. At 10.30 a.m. we heard another 
boat, again my shirt went up, but we 
got the same results as the boat sped on. 
For lunch we had two bars of chocolate 
and two bottles of beer. At 2.30p.m. a 
big cruiser passed quite close to us, up 
went my shirt on the fishing rod again. 
The cruiser carried straight on, then it 
turned in a wide circle and came along- 
side us. After a brief discussion we were 
towed in. This operation took an hour 
and a half. When we reached the harbour 
we gave the boat’s owner some of our 
mind. 

After a lunch at 4.30p.m. we left 
Kariba and returned to Salisbury. We 
arrived home at about 8.45p.m. and

The Group organised another visit to 
the Henderson Research Station and this 
time the transport behaved itself and no 
time was lost on the way. New develop- 
ments like the experimental planting of 
the legume desmodium aroused keen in- 
terest, and we w.sh to express our thanks 
to the officers who conducted us around 
the station. Highlight of the visit, how- 
ever, was as always, the lecture by the 
Director, Dr. Roland, always a stimu- 
lating and enlivening experience, and the 
boys were suitably impressed also by the 
experimental 300-acre farm unit, intended 
as a demonstration of successful tarm- 
ing on far less than the traditional Rho- 
desian acreages, and which shows a 
profit to the “farmer” of well over £2,000 
a year. This pilot scheme may well have 
a profound influence on the whole pat- 
tern of mixed farming in Rhodesia and 
many of the lads who plan to go into 
farming were deeply impressed by its 
possibilities. We record our thanks to 
the Henderson Research Station and our 
appreciation of the kindness of its 
Director and staff. 


The Group also organised a highly 
successful trip during the third term to 
the Mazoe Citrus Estate of the British 
South Africa Company. As the chief 
interest centred not so much on the grow- 
ing of the trees but on the processing 


plant, the visit, originally planned for the 
second term, was delayed until the plant 
was in full operation after a shut-down. 
Mr. Goldschmidt conducted the boys 
round the whole of the factory, including 
even the coopering shed where the barrels 
are assembled. Luckily there was time for 
a brief visit to one of the groves, although 
on this occasion time did not permit 
of a demonstration of the growing of 
seedlings and the grafting and care of 
the trees. We record our thanks to the 
Company and the staff of the Mazoe 
Citrus Estate. 


FENCING CLUB 


HIS has been yet another highly 
successful year for the Fencing 
Club. In all of our matches against other 
schools we emerged the victors.

ASTRONOMY CLUB 


HE AWS. Astronomy club was in- 
augurated in May, 1962. Its first 
members numbered about a dozen or so 
pupils. I made it quite clear to the boys 
that an astronomy club was not to be 
compared with a sports club, where 
spectacular events can be shown off on 
the football or cricket field and cham- 
pions be hailed and honoured with 
ostentatious pomp and ceremony. In an 
astronomy club the idea is to devote 
time to the learning of the science of the 
stars, to read, to think and philosophise 
about ideas old and new, to prepare 
essayS on astronomical topics, to train 


oneself in public speaking by delivering 
short lecturettes with or without the use 
of the blackboard and/or the slide pro- 
jector, to carry out practical observation- 
al work and in general find personal 
Satisfaction in using brains rather than 
brawn. The aim is to obtain a clear 
mental picture of the surrounding uni- 
verse and an appreciation of the small- 
ness of man in the greatness of the 
cosmos. 

I realise that all this sounds a stiff 
order for young boys, but surprisingly 
membership in the third term has risen 
to 32. I am well aware, however, that a 
certain number of the boys join the 
astronomical club in the hope to find a 
“loafers paradise”, where they can just 
pass the time giving the impression that 
they are doing a full share in school 
activities. These boys will of course be 
eliminated in time as they begin to feel 
entirely out of place. 

The American Youth—I know from 
practical experience in this field—is far 
superior to his European counterpart. 
In the U.S.A. anything and everything in 
connection with astronomy and space 
science is available to the youngsters of 
all ages. One glance at "Sky and Tele- 
scope”, the world-wide-read and famous 
monthly astronomical magazine, pub- 
lished by Sky Publishing Co., Harvard 
College Observatory, Massachusetts, will 
be sufficiently convincing to appreciate 
that the USA youth leads in enthusiasm 
for space and astronomy. Their telescope 
clubs are legion and their planetaria 
have sprung up like toadstools, the 
material available at reasonable prices 
is enough to make any amateur’s mouth 
water. 


What are we going to do about it? 
All we can do is to try tenaciously to 
raise the standards of astronomy irre- 
spective of the difficulties which arise 
mainly from lack of support due to 
ignorance or—and this is worse—com- 
plete indifference. We must begin to 
realise that we are living in the space-age 
and stand on the threshold of space- 
conquest. 


What plans has the AWS astronomy 
club for future development? One aim 


is to estabish some capital—perhaps 
with the support of the Ministry of 
Education—to install a small school-type 
Planetarium of Japanese manufacture, 
costing between £700 and £1,000. Another 
aim is to build a small 6 inch reflector. 
At present the club uses the writer’s 2 
inch and the school’s 3 inch refractor. 
With these instruments the club has 
held three practical viewing nights, when 
observational work was carried out on 
Venus, Jupiter, Saturn, the Moon and 
the Alpha-Centauri double-star-system. 
To these evenings we always invite 
boarders as well as dayboys, non-club 
members and even parents come along 
to have a look. I realise that a large 
number of boarders turn up as they 
have discovered that their “sudden and 
rather ephemeral interest in astronomy” 
is a very effective excuse to have an 
evening off from the hostel. 


Another plan the club has is to give 
film shows on space-features, supplied 
by the U.S.A. information office. The 
first step forward to let the school know 
what the astronomy club has to offer is 
the acquisition of our glass-covered show 
case. Here we shall display the evidence 
of the “champions of thought”, the ideas 
of masters old and new, the tangible and 
visible results of the ceaseless probe into 
the secrets of deep space unto the boun- 
daries of the visual universe.
